Arizona Newt. 


The following la from the Arizona 
Miner of October 20tli: 
Our Sheriff, J. 8. Tliomaw, Jesse 
Jackson and Geo. Carr, came in here a 
short time ago, from the Bradshaw re­ 
gion, and have assured us that work 
out thero was well rewarded. Sheekles’ 
force had struck very rich ore in the 
California claim 011 the Bcntou lode. 
Every arastra was running 011 very 
rich ore. Water was quite plenty 
around Bradshaw city. 
Think of this. Arizonians, you who 
own in mines that are as good, if not 
better than the Comstock. Time for 
gain 
will surely 
come, and all 
can afford to await its coming. Give 
us transportation facilities, men, ma­ 
chinery and means to work our mines, 
and we will crown a point higher than 
that reached by the Nevada favorite. 
Between 400 and 500 brood mares are 
being driven here from California, for 
distribution aming the good Indians. 
This is at the instance ot Gen. Crook, 
who belives it good policy to help In 
dians to property of this kind. More 
cows will also be given to our well- 
meaning red brothers. 
Roman Catholic Bishop Baipointe, 
of this t erritory, has gone to Washing­ 
ton, to take the job of civilizing the 
Indians of our territory. Wonder why 
he, or somo other Catholic power, 
hasn’t civilized them long ago. The 
chances have been numerous. 
The only thing in 8an Diego that 
attracted *tho attention of the Pi in as 
and Maricopas who recently passed 
through that thriving village, was 
Horton's big safe. 
We have “brilliant” news from the 
mines recently discovered near Gila 
city, ore from which has been assayed 
in Ban Diego, California, with results 
that have astonished the “natives” of 
that mercurial town, whose organs— 
the Union and World, “flourish” over 
the richness of the ore. 
Gen. Crook showed that he was not 
very much afraid of man or beast in 
Apache land,when, on a recent night he 
“camped out” alone by himself, in the 
woods east of Camp Verde. Not many 
live Generals would go out hunting, 
alone, in a dangerous Indian country. 
Referring to the San Bernardino and 
Prescott Stage Line, it says: 
Dr. J. H. Pierson, Mr. Grant’s gen­ 
eral superintendent, states that he has 
always been prepared to accomodate 
any number of passengers by running 
“extra” stages, and that, owing to the 
lack of “travel.” they would not have 
been justified in increasing expenses 
by running four-horse coaches, which 
is why the “racking,” neck and back 
cracking buck boards have been allow­ 
ed to almost kill people. 
This statement we have until recent­ 
ly, gulped down with considerable 
ease, for we very well knew that pas­ 
sengers have not been numerous. But, 
there is another pillar to the edifice. 
The Postmaster General, Mr. Cress- 
well, informs us, that for carying the 
mail over the route In question twice a 
week, Mr. Grant receives $47,896 per 
annum, which is a much larger sum 
than we, or any outsider had any idea 
he received, and Is by all considered a 
very fair compensation for the service, 
if uot, also, a bonus to induce the con­ 
tractor to help the “country” by en­ 
abling him to run decent vehicles, for 
men. women and children to travel in. 
Certain It Is that Mr. Grant has done 
well with the mails, but friendly aB we 
feel to him and his, we cannot but say 
that .our present kuowledge of the 
large sums he has been, is yet, receiv­ 
ing for carrying mails over the San 
Bernardino route, the route along the 
Colorado river, and that little route In 
California, have been, are, in our opin­ 
ion, sufficient, with the money paid by 
passengers, and that received for car­ 
rying express packages, enough to 
keep up-a good line of .stages and 
Isav* h i m a decent balance.

LETTER FROM WILMINGTON. 


W il m in g t o n, Oct. 28th, 1873. 
E d it o r H k k a l d :—The great want 
of Wilmington is water for irrigation. 
If supplied with abundant 
water, 
orchards and forests would spring up, 
and gardens bloom in beauty. 
A few years ago, an attempt was 
made by tile officers in charge of Drum 
Barracks to bring in water from San 
Gabriel River. 
A ditch and flume 
seven miles long, were constructed at 
tlie expense of 
the government. 
About half a million dollars are said 
to have been expended. The ditch was 
dug by the soldiers, und the ruins of 
it are still pointed out to the passing 
traveller, us a monument of folly. 
One million and a quarter feet of lum­ 
ber were paid for, though subsequent 
measurement proved that only one 
third of that amount was actually 
used 
in constructing 
the 
flume. 
Through this ditch and flume, a 
mighty stream of water flowed for two 
weeks, and there was a general jubi­ 
lee; suddenly all their hopes were laid 
low. 
The farmers along the San Ga­ 
briel, needing all the water of that 
river for irrigation, laid cluim to it, 
and took it. 
The river was turned to 
irrigate the lands above, and no water 
found its way to Wilmington. Orders 
were given to sell the lumber of the 
flume, but before the day of sale ar­ 
rived, there was very little to sell. It 
was stolen by tin* Ranchmen. 
Since 
that sad failure night discouragement 
lias settled down upon the people. 
Consultations have been held, and the 
question of the best means of getting 
water, thoroughly discussed. The soil 
is of the best quality, but uncultivated 
for want of water. Gen. Banning has 
at last solved the problem, and found 
it to be very simple. 
He lias said to 
the people; there is water enough 
under the ground to wet the entire 
surface, and all we have to do is to 
raise it up. 
Setting them an exam­ 
ple, he is now engaged in this work. 
He is digging a well 011 the highest 
elevation in town, near his house, 
fourteen feet square and seventy live 
feet deep. 
Water was reached at 
thirty feet, and only thirty five feet 
more remain to be dug. 
This mam­ 
moth well will furnish all the water 
that can be raised by a steam engine, 
which is to be the power used. In the 
prosecution of tins great work, two 
steam engines are used, one to hoist 
the dirt, und the other to pump out 
the water. 
With his accustomed en­ 
ergy Gen. Banning is pushing this 
great work to 
rapid 
completion. 
Meanwhile, Hon. B. D. Wilson con­ 
templates boring two deep wells at 
Drum Barrack. It is the intention of 
Gen. Banning and himself, who now 
own the sixty acres that recently be­ 
longed to the Government at Drum 
Barracks, to plant the entire grounds 
in shade 
trees, interspersed with 
orange and walnut, roses and shrub­ 
bery, and to construct gravelled roads 
and walks over all these .beautiful 
grounds. The name of the grounds is 
to be changed to Wilson’s Park—a 
name that will be very appropriate. 
No labor or expense will be spared to 
make these grounds, now so destitute 
of trees, the most attractive and lovely 
in Southern California. With abun­ 
dant water this can be done. Visitors 
from distant lands will be attracted to 
it, and invalids will find itere a genial 
home and a salubrious climate.

A Scene in C ollege.—The Boston 
Globe of October 9th relates this story, 
giving a little insight into the pecul­ 
iarities of college life: 
Saturday morning the freshman 
class of Hamilton College thought it 
had a grievance. The exact nature of 
this grievance, when subject to an 
analysis, would, perhaps, be as hard 
to determine as that of the majority of 
grievances college boys, from time to 
time, think proper to resent. 
Be this 
as it may, resentment against proper 
authority, at this particular time, 
took the form of a bolt from mathe­ 
matical recitation. 
When the bell 
stopped ringing, not a freshman was 
in tiie lecture-room. 
Nothing daunt­ 
ed, the tutor immediately dispatched 
the janitor after one of the members 
of the class. 
Now, however ripe re­ 
bellion may be in a whole class, no 
single member, ever considers it “un­ 
manly” to decline a summons to a 
private lecture. 
This student, there­ 
fore, immediately repaired to the reci­ 
tation room. Instead of lecturing him 
on the evils of bolting, however, to 
his surprise, he was merely seated at 
the board to solve one of the problems 
of the day’s lesson. 
The janitor was 
then dispatched after another member 
of the class, who, upon his arrival was 
received in the same manner. Another 
and another was sent for, until the 
whole class was assembled, each one, 
upon being summoned, supposed he 
was to have a private interview with 
the tutor. The expression on the last 
arrival's face may better be imagined 
than expressed. When the class bolts 
again it will, in all probability, try its 
resentment upon some other professor.

The Sausal Redondo Decision. 


Our dispatches this morning an­ 
nounce a final decision by the Secre­ 
tary of the Iuterior, of the very im ­ 
portant land case involving the title 
to about 25,000 acres of land adjoining 
thi9 city. The decision gives the set- 
"tlers and those persons who were 
associated with General Rosecrans in 
the location of school lands, the lands 
in controversy. 
The importance of this decision will 
be better understood by a brief review 
of the history of the contest of the 
past five years. 
The Rancho Sausal Redondo y Gua- 
Bpita was granted to Antonio Ygna- 
eio Abila by the Mexican Govern­ 
ment about 1840. 
In 1858 the grant to Abila having 
been confirmed by the United States, 
the Rancho was sun-eyed by Major 
Henry 
Hancock, 
Deputy 
United 
States Surveyor General. This survey 
was generally recognized until March, 
1868. From 1858 to 1808 the land be­ 
tween 
Sausal 
Redondo 
and the 
Rancho Tajauta was taken up by set­ 
tlers, claiming the land under the pre­ 
emption and homestead laws of the 
United States. 
Among the early settlers were Alex­ 
ander Nelson in 1858, E. W. Squires 
in 1869, George W right, Andrew Fo- 
gal and others in 1801. 
In 1808 General Rosecrans came to 
this county and being satisfied that 
he could secure considerable land that 
was unoccupied by settlers and not in­ 
cluded in the surveys of Sausal Re­ 
dondo 
or 
Tajanta 
in 1858, made 
arrangements to locate School Lieu 
Land Scrip. 
On further investigation he learned 
that the survey of Sausal Redondo had 
never been confirmed, and he pro­ 
cured a new survey, which reduced the 
area of the ranch about 8,000 acres. 
This land he covered with Lieu Land 
scrip locations. 
Robert Burnett had purchased the 
title of most of the heirs of the origi­ 
nal Mexican grantee, and he also had 
a survey made which extended the 
area of the grant about 20,000 acres. 
The survey made by George Hans­ 
en, Deputy U. S. Surveyor General, 
in 1868, and generally known as the 
Roaencrans Survey, was finally con­ 
firmed by the Secretary of the Inte­ 
rior in October, 1871. 
Robert Burnett and Tomas Sanchez, 
then applied in the United States 
Land Office, of this District, for the 
land, that had been included in the 
survey made in 1868, by Geo. H. 
Thompson, Deputy United States Sur­ 
veyor General, and excluded by the 
Rosencrans survey. 
The case was decided adversely to 
the claimants in June 1872, by Henry 
C. Austin, who was then Register of 
the Lund Office. 
Last spring the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, gave his decision 
against the claimants, and the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior has now given a 
final decision. 
Some of the bestagricultural land in 
the county was covered by this claim, 
and the unsettled title has been a 
blockade to the growth of this city 
and county. 
Business will now be brisk in the 
United States Land Office, wiiere the 
settlers will make their proofs and se­ 
cure a title to their homes. 
The survey made by Major Hancock 
was more in accordance 
with the 
Diseño than either of the later sur­ 
veys, and probably if that survey had 
not been disturbed the settlers would 
have had a title to their homes years 
ago. 
Messrs. Burnett ami Sauchez, in 
their testimony in the United States 
Land Office, stated the facts in refer­ 
ence to their purchases fairly and hon­ 
estly, and in several instances injured 
their claim by such statements. They 
no doubt believed they were entitled 
o considerable of the land that they 
claimed. 
W ith the settlement of this case tlio 
land will be subdivided and settled in 
small tracts. 
At present there are 
probably eight hundred to one thou­ 
sand people living on the land. 
The number of children between five 
«fid fifteen years of age in Green 
Meadows and La Dow School Districts 
last June was about 350, and nearly all 
of them had their homes on the dis­ 
puted territory.

Other Failures. 


Verily, moneyed men stand on slip­ 
pery places. No name is secure. Hoyt, 
Sprague & Co., of Providence, than 
whom no business firm stood higher, 
have failed and entailed endless suf­ 
fering in Rhode Island and its fac­ 
tories. Sprague of this firm was re­ 
puted to be the wealthiest man in 
Rhode Island, and one of the wealth­ 
iest in New England. Ten millions of 
dollars was said to number his coin. 
The financial storm seems to have 
spread wider than supposed at first. 
From the stock room it has gradually 
extended itself to the ¿solid industry of 
the country. Mill after mill is gradu­ 
ally succumbing; factory after factory 
is hauling insail in order to weather the 
storm. 
Currency is daily becoming 
scarcer, and consequently the market 
for manufactured goods is less. This 
factory now discharges 560 operators; 
that reduces its days to three or four of 
the seven. 
Others stop entirely; the 
end no m an k nows. 
Absolute 
want — starvation 
will 
stand in many homes in the east this 
winter, and the suffering will be terri­ 
ble if the season be as severe as was 
the last. 
Crime will lie rampant, for 
men thrown out of work must eat; and 
they prefer to steal than starve. 
The government should immediate­ 
ly take steps to remedy, as much 
as in it lies, the difficulty which 
is now upon the nation. 
Large quan­ 
tities of paper and coin, $80,006,000, lie 
idle in the treasury. 
This should at 
once be put upon the market, and 
made to relieve the wants of a circu­ 
lating medium. 
A lesson should be learned from 1873 
and its financial history. It is this— 
improvement carried on with a specu­ 
lative impulse, and not because the 
needs of the country demand it, is sui- 
cidiul. Railroads should not be built 
faster than the country demands, and 
they should not be built when they 
withdraw from this country to an­ 
other money. 
W here a country or 
State can Guild railroads or make any 
other improvement from the capital 
of the State itself, then ull is well; 
when it is necessary to go to foreign 
lands and sell bonds at enormous dis­ 
counts th at roads may be built through 
unlmbitated regions, then the country 
must look out for a crash, and a crasli 
that will interfere with every and all 
classes of people. 


Credit for ourFreight and Passen. 
g era. 
The letter and resolutions concern­ 
ing freights and passengers, sent by 
tlie Directors of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, have produced some effect, 
though not all that lias been desired. 
The Chronicle in reply says: 
We are in receipt of a communica­ 
tion from the Secretary of the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce, com­ 
plaining that the published manifests 
of freight and lists of passengers from 
the southern coast counties do not give 
Los Angeles its proper credit. The 
Los Angeles people must see that the 
omission complained of is not the fault 
of the papers, but of the pursers of the 
steamers. If they will furnish the 
manifests in the way suggested we 
shall he glad to print them. 
This is at variance with a letter from 
the steamship company, read at the 
last meeting, which asserted that the 
pursers of their steamers, in the m ani­ 
fests, credited each town with its ex­ 
ports. The Chronicle, though, prom­ 
ises to remedy the wrong in the future, 
which is something gained. 
The Bulletin does partial justice and 
lumps all the freight received per ¿the 
Pacific Mail under the head of ‘‘.San 
Diego, Anaheim Landing, San Pedro, 
and Santa Barbara.” 
The Call, in sublime indifference, 
passes by the resolutions without eVen 
a respectful salutation, and in its 
manifests of the Orizaba’s cargo cred­ 
its all to “ San Diego, etc.” 
The Alta publishes the resolutions, 
and speaks thus concerning them, 
which is a lordly way of doing, but it 
does not remedy the credit, 
if, as it 
says, Los Angeles is the metropolis of 
Southern California, and it is just as 
easy to credit its freight properly as to 
San Diego, why in common sense jus­ 
tice is it not done. 
In accordance with a request from 
Los Angeles, we print some resolu­ 
tions adopted by t he Chamber of Com­ 
merce of that town, requesting that 
the exports and imports of W ilm ing­ 
ton be published separately from those 
of San Diego; hut it was scarcely 
necessary. Californians of intelligence 
generally, and 
especially 
business 
men, fully appreciate the fact that Los 
Angeles is the chief centre of business 
in the southern part of the State, and 
will probably remain so until a trans­ 
continental railroad changes the con­ 
dition of affairs. San Diego’s great­ 
ness is prospective, th at of Los Angeles 
is an actuality; and there is room for 
both to expand. 
The Examiner passes by the subject 
in silence; it publishes no manifests, 
and is not interested. 
But the Pont, 
true to justice and to truth, publishes 
the manifest as it ought to be pub­ 
lished. It states the port from which 
goods were received, and also the name 
of the consignee and the goods con­ 
signed. 
This act of justice should 
result in a large subscription list to 
this paper from Los Angeles city and 
County.

Then Lucette heard a shot and three 
or four more in rapid succession. She 
burst from the closet and saw Roscoe, 
pistol in hand, leaning over Goodrich, 
and Kate wiping blood from his fore­ 
head.

Lucette, but let her off on her swear­ 
ing secresy. She then wandered home. 
She does not know how Roscoe enter­ 
ed the house.

the seventieth section of the act of 
July 23d 18G8, a certain large tract of 
land excluded from the Rancho Sausal 
Redondo, Y Guapita, contiguous to 
the city of Los Angeles. The claim 
thus finally defeated, covers 25,000 
acres of valuable land, which is oc- 
enpied by hundreds of settlers, who 
will now be able to acquire a title 
under the pre-emption laws. 
According to tho Resolution of the 
Clearing House, pooling operations 
associated with the banks \vere stopped 
to-day. 
Different bankers expressing 
the opinion that a cessation of pool­ 
ing will not affect very seriously any 
bank nor interfere with any legitim ate 
business.

OUR BU SIN ESS HOUSES. 
Heilman, Haas & Co. have been 
established since 1871 in this city. 
They do business as commission mer­ 
chants and dealers in groceries, pro­ 
visions, liquors, cigars, tobacco, hard­ 
ware, paints, oils, doors, suslies, blinds 
and farming implements. Their stores 
front on New Commercial and Los 
Angeles streets, and measure about 
132feet in length by 30 feet in breadth. 
The basement is still larger than the 
first floor, and extends twenty feet 
under the road sidewalk. Down stairs 
are stored on all sides syrups, liquors, 
nails, bacon, ham, butter, ploughs and 
bacon ; also, varnishes, oils, white 
leads, etc., in bulk. 
1‘ussing round 
amongst the rows of casks und barrels 
we come to the wholesale stock of pre­ 
served fish, salmon, mackerel, &e., 
and piles of every description of case 
goods. 
Everything appertaining to 
the grocery and provision business is 
stored here. There is connection witli 
the first floor by a large elevator, 
which serves for the transportation of 
stores ; there are also two staircases 
from t lie different ends of the base­ 
ment. 
Up stairs are countless rows 
of chests of tea (our reporter counted 
one hundred chests and then gave up), 
cases of soaps, starch, chocolate and 
sucii goods. 
Moving on through a 
narrow passage way with goods on 
either side are piles of cases of pickles, 
Marseilles oil, olive oil, flavoring ex­ 
tracts, boxes of raisins and dried 
grapes, barrels of sugars from the 
islands and from the California Refin­ 
ery, countless boxes of canned goods, 
such us tomatoes, beans, salmon, lobs­ 
ters, clams, sardines and oysters, und 
cases of crackers, biscuits and candies 
enough to feed several generations of 
children apparently. 
At the further 
end are stored the stock of different 
bitters, Vermouth, Curucoa, and all 
imported liquors. Here also is an ex­ 
tensive stock of Anaheim wines,Rhine 
wines, sherry, port, fine clarets, Bor­ 
deaux, etc., in cases. 
The spirits, 
which arc in bulk as well us in cuse, 
consist of several choice brandies, 
amongst which are M artell and Sazo- 
rac, old bourbons and rye whiskies, 
etc. 
On the other side is their large stock of 
tobaccos, (chewing and smoking), and 
cigars. The ndjoining department is 
filled with mining implements, spades, 
shovels, picks, etc., and general hard­ 
ware. In this branch is a full line of 
everything except liar iron. 
Lower 
down is a large line of stationery and 
fancy goods. Heilm an, Haas & Co. 
keep the largest stock of powder in 
town, the bulk of which is stored in a 
special powder vault outside the city 
limits. In connection with this they 
have also a large line of shot, cutlery, 
shelf hardware and bolts for wagons 
and carriages, also a very full stock of 
house builders’ material, locks, etc. 
They also keep the header wagons, 
the latest improvements in churns, 
dairy utensils, plows and agricultural 
implements. 
On the 
Commercial 
street side, they carry a running stock 
of 1,000 to 1,500 barrels of flour, so as 
uot to be dependent on the market. 
The house has the exclusive agency of 
tiie Buckeye mowers and reapers and 
the Nap¡¡i gang plow of which they 
are receiving at present a large supply. 
One of tiie firm constantly resides in 
Han Francisco, and has an office at 216 
California street, in order to attend to 
the buying for the house. The trade 
of Heilman, Haas & Co. extends to 
Arizona, Inyo County, Han Bernar­ 
dino, and even Han Diego, to which 
latter city they are constantly ship­ 
ping beans, corn, barley and produce. 
They also supply smaller firms in the 
city, and do a general jobbing and 
wholesale business in the surrounding 
country.

In company with Major Dunlap, a 
H e r a l d reporter visited the jail yes­ 
terday, to 
take the 
statement of 
Joseph Ryen, who surrendered him ­ 
self yesterday as q deserter from the 
United States Marine. 
According to 
his statement he has been eight years 
a deserter and now takes advantage of 
the President's proclamation pardon­ 
ing all such on condition of surrender 
and return to duty. 
His case is as fol­ 
lows: “Joseph Ryen, a native of Birm­ 
ingham, England, surrenders himself 
as a deserter from tlie United States 
Marine Corps, on the 13th of August, 
1865. 
Is 33 years of age, 5 feet 5j 
inches high, stout, and florid complex­ 
ion; enlisted in the United Stutes Mu­ 
rine Corps in Brooklyn Navy Yard on 
the 27th of May, 1805; was sent aboard 
the Vermont, where 
lie remained 
eight days and was drafted on board 
the Union, then shipping for foreign 
waters. The Union hauled around to 
the Battery, New York city, where he 
got a pass to go ashore and deserted. 
He forgets the name of the command­ 
ing officer. 
He enlisted for a term of 
flvo years. 
From New York he went 
with the Fenians to Canada; thence 
sailed from Quebec to 
Hamburg. 
From Hamburg lie shipped to Sydney 
and from thence went to Melbourne. 
In his first statement lie avers that he 
went from Melbourne to London in 
the Western Star, of the “Black Ball’’ 
line of merchant vessels. On being 
requestioned lie stated, however, that 
from Victoria lie went to Nassau, in 
tiie British West India Islands, and 
thence to Gravesend. 
From I<ondon 
he sailed to New York, and from New 
York to Hail Francisco. W hether lie 
wants a free ride to San Francisco, or 
whether his history is strictly true, 
can hardly yet be ascertained. He 
seems to have been drinking heavily 
lately, and is probably suffering from 
the reaction consequent on sudden and 
enforced sobriety. 
At all events the 
man has been a great traveler and can 
talk about and describe the places he 
has visited. 
He states that his rela­ 
tives mostly live in Little Bourke 
street, Melbourne. Though claiming 
nativity in England, lie lias a strong 
brogue, and the name should probably 
be spelt “ Ryan,” though he gives it 
as “ Ryen.”

Angele» county, 
hut the 
question 
arises, how can a sufficient amount of 
water be procured for the purpose and 
not he subject to the control of specu­ 
lators and monopolist», but he the pub­ 
lic property and be controled by the 
people or by commissioners elected for 
the distribution thereof, and with only 
a slight tax to defray the expense of 
distribution, and of keeping ditches in 
repair? 
It seems that a sufficient amount of 
water fails during the rainy season, if 
properly saved in reservoirs, to irrigute 
every foot of land in the Ktate of fali- 
fornia. There are many pluces along 
the foothills, that with comparative lit­ 
tle labor would retain a vast amount of 
water, which, if properly used during 
the summer months, would make our 
dusty plain at once a garden of fruits 
and flowers. 
There are ulso many 
places where the greater portion of the 
water sinks in trie sand and gravel 
during the summer months. At the 
mouth of the Han Gabriel caflon, it 
has been fully demonstrated, that ut 
least two-thirds of the water passes be­ 
low the surface. 
This water, 1 think, 
can be brought to the surface by means 
of cement dams or underground drains. 
But the question of most Importance 
and the one first to be considered 
is from whence comes the means to do 
this work; how can we obtaiu money 
to carry out such a system of m ira ­ 
tion and not create a tax that would 
be burdensome on the people? 
I would first suggest that in such 
localities where It is considered prac­ 
ticable to construct reservoirs or to 
otherwise procure water for irrigating 
purposes, that the power be conferred 
on the Board of Hu|>ervisors of each 
respective county to negotiate bonds 
for the construction of suclt works; 
such bonds 
ting fund created from 
the taxes on the increased value of 
such lunds as arc or can be irrigated 
from works so constructed. Or where 
private capitul can be solicited to con­ 
struct such works, thut the taxes 011 
the Increased value of lauds so irrigat­ 
ed be given to said private parties for 
a certain number of years as may be 
agreed upon between such parties and 
the Board of Supervisors of the county 
where such works are to be construct­ 
ed. Or where private parties will at 
their own expense by the construction 
of reservoirs or by artesian wells bring 
dry land under cultivation thut the 
increased value of said lands be ex­ 
empt from taxation fora certain num ­ 
ber of years or until they receive 
back by such exemption tho am ount 
expended in procuring water. I would 
suggest th at In all cases where such 
works are contemplated an applica­ 
tion be made to tho Board of super­ 
visors for such exemption and tho 
value of the land at the time be given. 
Could such a system of irrigation bo 
putin successful operation but a few 
short years would pass until our arid 
deserts and dusty plains would 
bo 
dotted with farm nouses and hundreds 
of happy families would successfully 
cultivate the semi tropical 
fruits 
that grow so luxuriantly in this cli­ 
mate. 
Under our present system of 
laws if a person owning, say one hun­ 
dred 
acres of dry land, probably 
assessed at $125 per acre lie expends 
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and for the payment of 
there be a sinking fund c 


$1,000 in procuring w ater his land is 
immediately assessed at from $50 to 
$75 per acre, his reservoir or well is 
assessed at its full cost, his other Im­ 
provements from which he is not real­ 
izing one dollar is taxed at their full 
value, and he flnaly abandons or sells 
at a sacrifice and leaves in disgust. 
Which policy shall we adopt—one of 
broad and liberal views, one that will 
encourage the 
em igrant to settle 
umongst us, one that will enable the 
small fanner to make him a pleasunt 
and profitable home, or shall we still 
retain our old uurrow minded and 
grinding principle, and let the indi­ 
vidual who is striving to bring a i»»r- 
tlonofour almost worthless land un­ 
der cultivation do the best he can and 
as soon as his home becomes valuable 
and before he has realized one dollar 
from his investments, tux his im ­ 
provements, tax his lund at its full 
value or a little more, tax his reservoir 
or well at its full cost, ami if possible 
compel him to sell or abandon liis 
property and leave? 
Huch is the present principle, and 
until a more liberal one Is udnpted 
the principal part of our upper valleys 
will remain as they now are, ujiurbor 
for the coyote and Jack rubbit.
